Nashville Homelessness Data, September 2023

2,223 people experienced homelessness in Nashville in September 2023. These 2,223 
people were in 1,923 households; 154 families and 1,769 adult only households.

Number of people experiencing chronic homelessness over time
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In September, 42% of people experiencing 
homelessness were Black, 49% were White, 4% were 
Hispanic/Latino, 3% were Multiracial, and 1% were 
other.

In September, 58% of people experiencing 
homelessness were men, 41% were women, <1% 
were non-binary, 1% were transgender, and <1% 
were other.
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Number of people experiencing homelessness by 
program type, over time
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In family households, 67% of people 
are Black and 19% are White.

In adult only households, 38% of 
people are Black and 55% are White.

In September, 240 people experiencing homelessness were served in Emergency Shelters, 1,296 in Street 
Outreach, 190 in Transitional Housing, 510 in Supportive Services only, and 501 in Rapid Re-Housing who 
had not yet been housed.

The Top 3 agencies who housed the most households in September were: Safe Haven Family 
Shelter (21), Operation Stand Down (21), and The Salvation Army (11).
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In September, 52% of people housed were Black, 
29% were White, 10% were Hispanic/Latino, 8% were 
Multiracial, and 1% were other.

In September, 52% of people housed were men, 
47% were women, 1% were non-binary, <1% were 
transgender, and <1% were other.
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Number of people housed by program type, over time
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In family households, 63% of people 
housed were Black and 13% were 
White.

In adult only households, 31% of 
people housed were Black and 48% 
were White.

In September, 29 people experiencing homelessness were housed from Emergency Shelters, 15 from Street 
Outreach, 26 from Transitional Housing, 14 from Supportive Services Only, and 93 from Rapid Re-Housing.
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The Top 3 agencies who housed the most people in September were: Safe Haven Family Shelter, Operation 
Stand Down, and The Salvation Army.
